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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: the Applicant's representative was presented with the Examiner's 
suggestion as to readjust the semantic layout and phraseology of the claimed steps to put forth a simple and clear flow 
of action by which the first invoked object identifies another program object and supplies thereto the prerequiste 
parameters for said other object invocation so that other object instals its respective appliction. Also suggested and 
agreed upon was the reciting of one object invoking another object in supporting respective applications for a server. 
As agreed upon the changes would put the case in condition for allowance..
